WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(4)— 
Shelving for the moment discussion 
of additional relief appropriations, the 
New Deal dug around today for an 
extra $200,000,000 in loose funds to 
help out the Works Progress Admin- 
istration until July 1.

New York Dressmakers Vote Strike 
Atter Thunderous Protest Session 


Workers Authorize Leaders 


Ready; 105,000 Expected To Join, Tying 
Up Easter Production. 


To Call Walkout Whenever 


NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—4)—With¢« 


a thunderous roar, 25,000 union dress- 
makers ratified a strike proposal today 
and paved the way for a walkout that 
threatens to tie up the industry in 
th: midst of spring production. 

Jamming Madison Square Garden 
to capacity and overflowing into other 
meeting halls, the needleworkers au- 
thorized the general strike committee 
to call them off their jobs whenever 
they see fit. 

Union leaders declined to set a date 
for the threatened walkout, but Julius 
Hochman, manager of the joint 
board, said it was “imminent and in- 
evitable.” 

Altogether, he said the strike would 
involve 105,000 workers in metropoli- 


tan New York, New Jersey and Con= 


necticut. Approximately 68,000 are 
employed in the teeming garment dis- 
trict of Manhattan. 

The union demands a new agree- 
ment that would eliminate what they 
call the “cut-throat competition” 
phases of the jobber-contractor system, 
together with shorter hours and high- 
er wages. 


Prior to the mass meetings, which 
were linked together by a private 
broadcasting system, there were re- 


pports that the union leaders had prom- 


ised Mayor F. H. LaGuardia to de- 
fer action until Wednesday. 

The reports sprang up after a con- 
ference with the mayor at city hall. 

At any event, it was deemed prob- 
able that no strike call would be 
issued before Sunday, since Saturday 
is a full holiday in most of the shops. 


While waiting for their leaders to 
arrive from the city hall conference, 
the Madison Square Garden crowds 
sang, marched and shouted for a 
strike, 

They had left their jobs during 
the afternoon to attend the meeting. 
Hundreds who were unable to squeeze 
their way into the Garden turned to 
the overflow halls. 

They listened to messages from 
Presidents William Green, of the 


American Federation of Labor, and 
John L. Lewis, of the’ ‘Gnited Mine 
Workers of America, promising sup- 
port.

UN SHIP DEMANDS 


American Delegates Re- 
ject Proposal for Scrap- 
ping of Big Cruisers. 


LONDON, Feb. 7.—(4)—The Unit- 
ed States stood firm in demanding 
35,000-ton battleships and 10,000-ton 
cruisers tonight.in the face .of Brit- 
ish, French and Italian proposals be- 
fore a technical subcommittee of the 
four-power naval conference for 
smaller ships. 

The first discussion of the quali- 
tative limitations brought to the fore- 
front a week-long simmering clash of 
viewpoints. Observers doubt’ the 
disagreement could be compromised. 

Should the anticipated deadlock 
not be broken, the committee is ex- 
pected to refer the matter ”. the full 
conference for decision. The confer- 
ence, in the two months it has been 
in session has arrived at only one 


tentative agreement—the matter of 
yearly exchange of building programs 
in advance and notification of con- 
struction. * 

The development today, while not 
a hopef ' one, was welcomed by the 


Americans since it brought the con- 
ference back to tangibles after a week 
of backstage maneuvering, caused by 
Anglo-French differences over’ the 
question of German participation in 
the conference. 

Admiral William H. Standley, pre- 
senting the United States’ views on 
qualitative limitation, said 35,000-ton 
battleships are necessary for the Unit- 
ed States, which was willing, how- 
ever, to reduce gun sizes from 16 to 
14 inches, provided the others are 
agreeable. 

Standley likewise refused to coin- 
mit the United States to the scrapping 
of big cruisers, although he intimat-

GUNVERGE ON U.S. 


Cloudy, Warmer Weath- 
er Forecast for Atlanta; 
Snow Blankets Capital. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—()—Winter’s 
storm guns swung into a double flank 
assault today preliminary to another 
gimeral advance of-*nb-zero.cold pre- 
dicted for the week-end. 

A coast snow storm swept middle 
Atlantic states, bringing Washington | 
its heaviest snow storm in years. At | 
the same time a severe snow storm 
raged in the northern mountain states 
completely isolating sections of Utah. 

Much of middle America enjoyed a 
brief respite from the extreme chill— 
it was near 20 above in Chicago, 
parts of Michigan, Wisconsin, Ohio 
and Indiana—but forecasts,.were for 
renewed cold even in these regions. 

The driving Rocky mountain dis- 
turbance sped to the neighboring plain 
States and the mercury dropped hastily 
in western Nebraska, Kansas and Mis- 
souri, in which some points had their 
‘warmest day” since January 22, pre- 
pared for one of the severest cold 
snaps of the winter. 

The cold capital was shifted to Jar- 
dine,.

official minimum of 54 below. All| 
that state was numbed by under-zero 
temperatures, with +4 below at Cor-| 
bin and Minus 38 at Butte, official 
low extremes.

Union Authorizes Over- 
time Production To Re- 
plenish U. S. Supplies. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. %.—(4)— 
With a blizzard swirling outside, the 
United Mine Workers’ convention to- 
day authorized an overtime production 


of coal tomorrow to cope with the fuel 
shortage emergency. 

The miners, however, coupled a vote 
to extend the week’s production be- 
vond the 35-hour limit with another 


‘ballot to demand a 30-hour week in 


the next bituminous wage and hour 


| contracts. 


The closing hours of the convention 
also saw John L. Lewis, U. M. W. 
president, veto the action of the con- 
vention yesterday which boosted his 
$12,000 salary to a $25,000 annual 
figure. 

Waving aside the protests of dele- 
gates against his refusal to take the 
$13,000 increase, Lewis said that the 
international officers did not want 
“the Jeast sign of* discontent” in the 
organization over salaries. 

Reject Increases. 

Philip Murray, vice president, and 
Thomas Kennedy, secretary-treasurer, 
also rejected increases from $9,000 to 
$18,000 each. 

“Your officers’ will carry on with all 
their strength and ability at their 
present salaries,” Lewis told the con- 
vention. 

Lewis eae public authorities to 
see that none of the coal mined to- 
morrow was diverted to industrial use.

Horace M. _folden, 
justice of the state supreme court, 
legislator and noted attorney, died 
early yesterday at his home in Craw- 
fordville, Taliaferro county, at the age 
of 70. He had been ill 1 days, al- 
though his condition was not regard- 
ed as serious until several days ago. 

Judge Holden was born in Warren 
county, Georgia, March 5, 1866, the 
son of William Franklin Holden, a 
prominent citizen of that county and 


time.

JAPANESE PREPARING 
T0 DEMAND 6 COUNTIES 


Mongol Chief To Seek Con- | 


trol of Land Adjoining 
Chahar Province.

TIENTSIN, Feb. 8.—(Saturday). 
(UOP)—Manchu-Mongol forces under 
eontrol of the Japanese army have 
massed more than 6,000 men near 
Changpei to reinforce a demand that 


they be given six counties of eastern 
Suiyuan province to add to territory 
they already contro] in Chahar prov- 
ince, according to Japanese press dis- 
patches today, 

Mongol cavalry is prepared to move 
into the disputed area next week if 
the demands of the 
regime in part of Chahar are not 
granted. 

The Manchu-Mongol forces, which 
include units of the regular Manchu- 
kuo army, are under direct command 
of Jodpajak, a Mongol chieftain, who 
has established hea@dquarters at Chang- 
pei and obtained control of six coun- 
ties in Chahar. He is assisted by 
Japanese advisers. The five counties 
in Suiyuan he wants are just across 
the border from the areas he now 
controls. 

Marshal Yen Shi-shan, pacification 
commissioner for Suiyuan, has order- 
ed his troops in the disputed areas to 
resist any invasion by force. 

According to one report 1,000 Mon- 
gol cavalrymen already have entered

All the Croix de Fen sections through- 
out the land, in every city, village and 
hamlet, are in a state of war-alert. 
The intelligence department and the 
general staff of the gigantic movement 
are operating night and day. Dispatch 
riders dash in and out of the court- 
yard morning and evening. The day 
of battle is drawing near. We are in 
for a hot time in France. The fascists, 
it now seems not only certain but 
unavoidable, are going to make a bid 
for power before the month of May. 
The general surmise is that the at- 
tack will be launched on or around 
Easter. 

A victory of the popular front at 
the polls looks so certain that the 
deepest pessimism and utter confu- 
sion reigns in the opposing camp of 
the conservatives.

DAD-BUMMED BILL WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—There was uneasi- 


: ness in the cloakrooms before the senate 
took up the revised farm bill. 

Senator Bankhead was ill. He was one of the few legislators with a 
heart for the bill strong enough to champion it enthusiastically. In his 
absence the duty was to fall upon the shrinking shoulders of Agriculture 
Chairman (Cotton Ed) Smith. Many a New Deal farm burden has been 
carried by Senator Smith, but not with enthusiasm. 

In fact, Mr. Smith was quoted by his colleagues as saying the night 
before that he did not know whether he would ‘‘champion that dad- 
bummed bill or not.” At least that is an expurgated account. 

In the end, he did champion it—with a smile. His championship was 
so brief and broad, however, that the press galleries felt he had not yet 
digested his own report, which was, in reality, prepared by the AAA 
crowd. And his smile was so broad that wily Republican Leader McNary, 
who was tying him in constitutional knots, once invited him to be serious. 

Behind this rollicking incident may be found an enlightening evalua- 
tion of the farm bill by those who know It best.

They all know, of course, that it cannot be put into effect immedi- 
ately or within a year. State machinery will take time. But they are 
sure this method is. constitutional. Immediate authorization of it helps 
to cover up their doubts about the temporary soil erosion method.

Ss ; LONDON, Feb, 7.— 
tarlings St. Paul’s cathedral 
In England. is a holy place, faint- 

ly pervaded by the 
sacred scent of piety and incense. At 
evensong, the starlings come home 
from the country to roost in the niches 
of the frosty gray masonry, and their 
cheeping ‘as they gossip about the 
day’s events for an hour before they 
go to sleep is a pleasant note in the 
roar of the city. The British govern- 
ment has never disturbed the starlings. 

In Washington, it may be remem- 
bered, the art of boondoggling reached 
its heights when the United States 
government hired elderly negroes cto 
walk along Pennsylvania avenue at 
night flying toy balloons on long teth- 
ers to frighten the starlings away.

In London, however, they seem to 
regard the starling as a neighbor no 
worse @han some other neighbors in ua 
great metropolis and no noisier than 
the traffic. At evensong English men 
and women who work in the city drift 
into St. Paul’s for a little meditation 
and prayer amid the shadows. There 
are not many of them, to be sure, but 
the few who do come are intensely 
religious for a little while under con- 
ditions which seem to open the pores 
of the soul and induce a gentle piety 
of spirit.

Tenth District Congressman 
Says New Bill To Be 


Passed. 


By GLADSTONE AVILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Kepre- 
sentative Paul Brown today predicted 
congress would pass at an early date 
a substitute for the AAA that would 
be beneficial to all farmers of Geor- 

ia. 

. He explained that under the old 
Agricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion the plan of using the base period 
from 1928 to 1982 as an index did 
an injustice to several counties of his 
state, especially to those counties 
where cotton was the only money 
crop. 

“Many of these counties,” he said, 
“formerly made from 15,000 to 30,000 
bales of cotton in normal years. Un- 
der the former allotment plan these 
counties were held down to 6,000 and 
7,000 bales. This, of course, was due 
largely to the ravages of the boll 
weevil from 1922 to 1932, and many 
people being encouraged by prominent 
farmers and agricultural colleges, vol- 
untarily reduced their cotton crop.” 

As a result of this situation, he de- 
clared, many jeft bottom and planted 
other crops. 

“Some even went into the saw mill 
-and dairy business,’ Mr. Brown as-

MENINGITIS SPREADS 
IN KENTUCKY COUNTIES 


Schools in Five Districts Are 


| Closed as Many New Cases 


Are Reported. 


HARLAN, Ky., Feb. 7.—(P)— 
Health authorities today closed schools 
in five districts of Harlan county and 
-quarantined affected sreas after 10 


deaths and more than 20 cases of 
serious illness were reported from an 
outbreak of spinal meningitis. 

Dr. W. P. Cawood, county health 
officer, said no cases were reported in 
Harlan but declared Cumberland, 
Lynch, Benham, Wallins and Shields 
had been placed under quarantine. 

As precautionary . measures health 
officers , posted rules prohibiting more 
than three persons in stores at a time, 
closed all theaters and canceled all 
public gatherings. 

Dr. Cawood said most of the cases 
were in the upper section of the coun- 
ty and expressed belief that many 
cases were unreported in remote sec- 
tions. 

“It is safe to estimate at least 108 
deaths recently and between 20 and 30 
cases,” he said. 

Dr. W. F. Lamb, of the state board 
of health, said in Louisville, 10 new 
cases were reported late yesterday 
and that the board had communicated 
with Dr. F. C. Caudell. who is in 
‘charge of spinal meningitis work for 
the State Department, concerning the 
situation in Harlan county.

In 1935 imports of cotton cloths 
from Japan were 36,441,294 yards 
valued at $1,723:533. That figure 
compared with 1,115,718 yards valued 
at $78,000 in 1933, and 7,286,517 
yards worth $363,043 in 1934. 

The commission is also investigat- 
ing imports of wool knit gloves and 
mittens, and side fasteners, in which 
the Japanese recently have made con- 
siderable inroads into the American 
market, and will submit reports to the 
President in the near future. 

Total Japanese exports fo this coun- 
try last year amounted to $152,- 
886,000, of which $90,039,000 was in 
raw silk.

In addressing the Area C, child 
welfare conference of the American 
Legion and Auxiliary at the Friday 
morning session in the Piedmont hotel, 
Mrs. Mary McAfee, of La Chapeau 


National Eight and Forty, a subsid- 
lary organization of the American Le- 
gion Auxiliary, made a stirring ap- 
peal to fathers and mothers of Amer- 
ica to go back to old-time discipline 
in the home. Mrs. McAfee is proba- 
tion officer of DuPage county, Illinois, 
and brought to her hearers a wealth 
of practica] information pertaining to 
child training, choosing for her sub- 
ject, “What Price Juvenile Delin- 
quency.” 

In the course of her speech Mrs. 
McAffee called attention to the dras- 
tic changes which have taken place in 
the home and social life saying in 
part: “The horse and buggy age has 
been supplanted by an era of high 
speed—high speed at work and play. 
Formerly the aim of each was the 
mastery of the fundamentals of the 
three R’s—reading—riting—and rith- 
matic, but today another grouping of 
these letters is claiming the attention 
of our young people. The three R’s 
which are bringing such conflicting 


emotions are the reel, radio and rum- |

Today from crowded homes of va- 
rious racial and socia] backgrounds, 


youth often seeks its pleasures on the. 


street, at commercialized amusements 
such as movie, dance hall, or tavern. 
The telephone affords quick means of 
making dates.

Youth sees changing atti- 
tudes toward marriage, 


and divorce. They see what seems to | 


be the crumbling of old social tradi- 
tions and laying aside of old conven- 
tions.

“Civilization advances on the feet 
of #ta children. We can only hope to 
bnild a better social order through the 
development of the minds and charac- 
ter of each new generation. There are 
some 45,000,000 children in this na- 
tion today, and on their proper growth 
and training our whole future as a peo- 


ple depends. About 35,000,000 of these | 


children are reasonably normal. The 
remaining 10,000,000 present social 
problems of one sort or another—a 
dangerously large proportion. 


“The communities in which our chil- | 
dren live must be kept clean of con- | 


taminating conditions which breed 
moral poison and furnish 
of violation of laws and bad conduct 
patterns, if our children are to grow 
up to clean, healthy good citizenship. 
These conditions of bad environment 
are a most prolific cause of delin- 
quency and crime.

isn’t a dinner party, appetizers are 
often served. like this at informal 
“after the theater parties” where 
hearty appetites are not to be consid- 
ered but where cleverly made tidbits 
are welcomed and highly praised. 

To make an appetizing platter of 
hors d'oeuvres it is important that you 
know all of the possible kinds from 
which you may choose. The canapes 
are doubtless the most common. Very 
thinly sliced bread is cut into interest- 
ing shapes which are either browned 
in hot butter or toasted. These dainty 
pieces of toast are spread with com- 
binations of food which will give the 
desired contrasts in both color and 
flavor. The shapes you may vary ac- 
cording to your cutters. If you haven't 
a variety of cutters, it is easy to make 
cardboard shapes and cut around 
them. 


Appetizers That Tempt. 

Cleverly conceived ‘appetizers take 
up a good portion of the platter of 
hors d’oeuvres. They may be olives 
wrapped in bacon and broiled, very 
thin slices of salami, ham or other fa- 
vorite cold meats rolled into tiny rolls 
or cornucopias, tiny Vienna sausages, 
or perhaps you may like to spread a 
large piece of thinly sliced ham with 
a highly flavored cheese and mayon- 
naise mixture, then roll it tightly and 
chill. This chilled roll may be sliced 
and added to the hors d’oeuvre plat- 
ter just the last minute before serv- 
ing. 

There are innumerable suggestions 
which may be made for canape mix- 
tures and fillings for tiny sandwiches 
and cornucopias. Here are only a few, 
but perhaps you'll find new ideas 
which will add interest and variety to 
those which you are already using. 

Meat Canape. 

Chop fine some veal or ham. Mix 
with enough thick white sauce to 
moisten. Season with a little salt, a 
few grains of pepper, and a few drops 
of lemon juice. 
bits of butter and bake until the 
cheese is a golden brown. 

Liver and Mushroom Appetizer. 

Sliced calves’ liver, chopped fresh 
mushrooms, fried; butter, canape 
toast rounds, lemon and onion juice, 
salt and paprika. 

Cook the liver in butter until ten- 
der. Mash, rub smooth and add the 
fried mushrooms, then all seasonings. 
Mix thoroughly, and spread on canape 
toast. 

Ham Canapes. 

Spread canape toast with mixture of 
boiled ham minced in a food chopper 
and season with equal parts of chili 
sauce and chutney. Heap the meat 
high and round. If you like, cover

Place a paper-thin slice of onion 
on a piece of canape toast. Spread 
this with liver sausage and add a 
border of finely chopped egg white 
mixed with mayonnaise.

Mix 1 package of creamed cheese 
with 1 tablespoon cream and 1 tea- 
spoon finely chopped olives. Spread on

MOSCOW, Feb. 7.—4)—Dele- 
League of Militant Atheists turned 


their attention tonight to results of 


their campaign of persuasion to make | 


the soviet union godless. 
The atheists adopted the policy of | 
persuasion and propaganda after au- | 
thorities ordered an end to the forci- | 
ble closing of churehes and _ ikon | 
burning demonstrations which accom- 
panied the league’s “five-year plan of 
godlessness”’ started in 1930. 


Delegates from all parts of the 
soviet union represented the league's | 
membership of 5,000,000 persons as | 
the session opened. Emelyan Yaro-| 
slavsky, for years the organization's | 
head, was to speak. 

The league represents the policies of | 
the communist party rather than the 
government which is committed, by a 
decree issued in 1918, to guarantee 
every citizen the right to profess any 
religion he chooses. 

Nevertheless, only 36 of the hun- 
dreds of churches which used to exist 
in Moscow have been permitted to re- 
main open for services. 

The attitude of the communist 
party on religion was summed up by 
the party organ Pravda which recent- 
ly called for measures to stamp out re- 
ligious beliefs among the communists 
themselves which it admitted were | 
still too prevalent.
